The defense attorneys called sever-

All of these described Monos 
as a man of good character and hon- 
est and straightforward in his busi- 
ness dealings. It was also brought 
out that a buffet which is located 
in front of the door which leads into 
the kitchen, is sufficiently large and 
the lights in the kitchen arranged so 
that it would be practically impossi- 
ble for a person to see from the 
street shadows reflecting from 
the 


kitchen, as claimed by Brady, who 
says he s-aw what he took to be the 
shadow of a man reflected into the 
dining room. 
M.«F Sohmer, manager of the Ma- 


jestic theatre, testified as to what he 
saw on the night of the-fire. 
He said 


about one o'clock he had occasion to 
take his wife and sister-in-law to the 
hitter's home in North Danville. He 
says they passed by the place shortly 
after one o'clock and saw nothing un- 
usual. 
He returned in about fifteen 


minutes and at that time there was 
nothing to attract his attention. The 
witness stated he went up the street 
and in about ten minutes heard five 
pistol shots on lower Main street. On 
looking in that direction he saw the 
fire and hastened to the scene. On 
his arrival, Mr. Sohmer said he saw 
a man In his- shirt sleeves standing 
with his arms folded looking up at 
the flames corning from the roof of 
the building. 
The gong of the fire 
apparatus hastening to the scene 
sounded and as the large trucks hove 
into view the man fled around the 
corner at Craghead street.

When ask- 
ed if there were any cracks or knot 
holes Jn the partition ,he replied that 
there were not. 
Robert Beck, who has worked for 


Monos at various "times testified, but 
his evidence was of little importance. 
He said that Monos was at the Crys- 
tal Cafe about 11 o'clock the night 
before the flre. 


Robert Carter, a colored chef cook 


employed by Monos, took the stand 
next and denied that any fixtures had 
been moved from the place, as charg- 
ed by other witnesses. 
Carter's tes- 


timony»M^s in the nature of a blow 
to the commonwealth. He said that 
when he came back to work at the 
Crystal Cafe the morning following 
the Main Street Cafe fire, Brady told 
him that the other place had burned 
up. 
"How did it happen?" Carter 


asked-

ply, according to the witness.

stated that Brady told him he did not 
g-o to the place at the time of the 
fire.Carter, -who is a minister, testified 
that Brady held a conversation with

Carter says Brady told him that 


he intended to bring a suit.

quoted him as saying "I'm going to

curred. 
This he says, he absolutely 


declined to do.

Brady clung to the text of his affi- 
davit during his recital. On the.night 
of January 5th he had retired at his 
rooming house on North Main street 
but, being restless, decided to get up 
and get some whiskey. He told the 
court that he thought this would 
make him "sleep good" and acknowl- 
edged that he was bound for the hin 
terland of Opera House alley in quest 
for spirits. Passing Main street res- 
taurant about 11 o'clock, he saw the 
shadow of a man revealed by the light 
in the kitchen.

! been discovered in the accounts of 
Basil H. Hedgecock, cashion of the 
Koine Savings bank. Announcement 
to this effect was made today t>y both 
T. F. "VVrenn. president of the bank, 
and Clarence Latham, chief State bank 
examiner, although neither states ihv 
exact amount. Indications are that 
the figures have not yet been deflnitely 
ascertained. 
The bank is absolutely solvent, both 
President "Wrenn and Examiner La- 
tham say. The cashier's father. J. H. 
Hedgccock, has put up a bond of $fO.- 
000. securities amounting to approxi- 
mately $30.009 havb been put up by 
the cashier himself, and late this af- 
ternoon President Wrenn. his brother. 
M. J. Wrenn. and George T- Penny, the 
latter two stockholders and directors, 
put up a bond of $100.000. 
Xo run was made on the bank and 
none 
Is expected 
tomorrow. Mr. 
Latham's definite statement that there 
as no question of the solvency of the 
bank, together wilh the bonds and se- 
curities offered, Is generally regarded 
as safeguarding the deposits. 
Hedgecock. the eashier. is In the 


city and has been h-lping to a certain 
extent In the examination conducted 
bv Mr. Latham and two other State 
examiners since Saturday- 
Rumors 
that he had been arresied are not 
true- 
Bank officers have been reticent In 


discussing the shortage until definite 
figures have been ascertained. At one 
Jim« President Wrenn said he thought 
the shortage would not exceed $K).000 
but officials of the bank later said it 
might go as high as $40,000, possibly 
a little above. 
The method used by the cashior 
also has not been fully explained. The 
examination has revealed thus l*r that 
Mr. Hedgecock apparently made irtany 
loans without announcing them to the 
other official's of the bank and with- 
out conferring with them 
The secur- 


ity on many of thes*- loans is not 
thought to b* strong enough 
In ad- 


dition, a certain amount of money, ap- 
parently. Is clearly gone. 
Hedgecock has bwn with the ex- 
aminers Jn their examination and ap- 
parently has b«*n assisting them. 7h« 
officials, however, said they -srere r.c,l 
sure that he was telllnc all d«aJls_of 
jhe management of the tank 
him and eTerythlng is being carefully 
chwked.
